Scholler , being choſen and ordayned 
by Demetrius, then Biſhop of eAlexan- 
dria : and Hercules ſucceeded Origen. 
Againe, Gregory Niſſex, in his firſt 
Oration,giveth us to underſtand ; thar, 
The Paſtors of the Church , in the be- 
ginning, auditoribus proponerent, did de- 
liver unto their Auditors ,'or hearers , 
ccrtaine eaſe leſſons of Religion, as it 
were their A,B, C ; & then by degrees 
they explained and opened unto them 
more hard and hidden myſteries of Di- 
vinity, All which ſervefor proofc of 
what I have alleaged already , to wit ; 
that, by Children, the ancient Fathers 
underſtand their ( atechnmencs, young 
men trayned up in the rudiments of 
Chriſtian Religion. They therefore , 
whoaretolearne the doftine of the 
beginning of Chriſt , as the Apoſtle 
ſpeakech,they I ſay are ſtiled Children. 
And CHnR1sr faith : Nifi converſs ac 
fatti ut pueruli , nequaquam ingredicmins 
in reenum (olorum, which Chriſt him- 
ſelte hath demognftratin his owne per- 
ſon, becoming a Child for us, andlea- 


ding 
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ding us the way, Theſe,I ſay, are in ma=- 
ny chings like unto thoſe Catechumenos 
I ſpake of before ; for, they were taughe 
a Catechiſme, id eff, A Chriſtian forme 
of Religion ; and ſo muſt theſe; they 
gave an account of their faith z and ſo 
mult theſe : they learned plaine and ea- 
ſie doctrines at the firſt, but afterwards 
increaſed in all knowledge in heaucnly 
things; and ſo muſt hen 
Now, as in ſomethings the conditi- 
on of theſe much reſembleth theirs ; ſs, 
in othcrs (through the fayour & grace 
of G 0D ) they farre excell them : for, 
theſe aredeſcended of chriſtian parents; 
thoſe were born, ſome of Infidels, ſome 
of Herctikes, ſome of meere ſtrangers 
from the covenant of grace. 
With theſe, Baptiſme goeth before 
inſtrution, and LR with 
thoſe, - Catechizing went before Bap= 
tiſme, This I prove by the ſeventh de- 
crzc of the firſt Councel of {onſtantino« x, Conc. 
ple, where the right or cuſtome in the Conflanti- 
weſterne Churches of receiving Here- *-097+ 
tikes, after hearty ſorrow and repen- 
cance for their ſinne, is deſcribed. The 


Decree ſpeaketh thus : The firſt day wee 
B 3 admit 
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admit them tobee Chriftians, the next day 
Catechumen, id eſt, young Schoellers un 
the faith : Elementarios ac qua; fides tyro- 
nes : they are the words of the Coun- 
cell : The third day wee recerve them, Ter 
w/ufflando, by breathing three times into 
their faces and ears ; and then wee bap- 
tize them for men borne of unbeleeving 
parents, or Heretikes, or Infideds. 

The Councell did well coprovide, 
that they ſhould make confeflion of 
their faith before they received that Sa- 
crament,which is the ſcale of our adop- 
tion, But for us, who are deſcended of 
the faithfull, wee are baptized in our 
infancy ; becauſe,that as the Coyenant 
of Circurnciſion, made unto Abraham, 
did belong unto all the Children of A- 
braham ; {0 doth Baptiſme, which ſuce 
ceedeth in the place of Circumciſion , 
belong unto all the Children of the 
faithfull. 

What chen ? muſt they therefore re- 
fuſe inſtruftion who are baptized alrea- 
dy ? No verily ; for, they are baptized, 
that, as ſoone as they arc able to com- 
prehend, with a!l Saints, the good will 
ot G 0»; ſo ſoonethey ſhould beginto 

learne 
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learne to know G ©D, and to ſet forth 
his glory , according to gr vgs at 
Bapciſme: and therefore this cuſtome 
of Carechiſing, and teaching Children 
the rudiments of Religion,is ſo ancient

Paz! makes i: plaine in the 
tenth t6the Romars, ſaying : How ſhall 
they call on him, in whom they have not be- 
leeved? and bow ſhalltbey beleeve mhim, 
of whom they have not heard ? how ſhall 
they heare without a Preacher? Whence, 
ina word, it appeareth, that, Withour 
ſpectall revelation, or cxtraordinary 
calling,no manever knew G on at any 
time, or beleeved in him whom hee 
hath ſent, -Iesvs Curnisrt, but by 
hearing the Word preached, and being 
Catechized by them who are the Mini- 
ftersof CurisT, and thediſpoſers of 
theſecrets of G 01. 

So then, they that are delirous to 
know how good & gracious the Lord 
Is : They that will know, whatthe will 
of Gosp, and fcareof the Lord is: 
They that long after thenewes of their 

ſalyation, 
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ſalvation, letcthem bring their attentive 
cares with them to the Churches and 
congregation of the faithful, & therelec 
chem hear what the ſpiric ſaith unrothe 
by the Miniſters, that therby they may 
belceye and bee ſaved.

let bim heare, Without all doubt, the 
Holy Ghoſt, where he ſpeaketh of hea- 
ring , laboureth, by all meanes, to per- 
ſwade us unto adue underſtanding of 
thoſethings which wee heare ; for, all 
cannot underitand at the firſt : What 
better meanes then Catechizing can 
there bee ro {trengthen the underſtan- 
ding ?

unto him. And it was the beſt houre 
that ever S, Auguſtine ſpent in his whol 
life , when hee went to heare the elo- 
quence of $, Ambroſe; for ſo, of a Ma- 
nachie, hee became a true Chriſtian :
